tho attention of the Tribune to the 
fact that the peoples of Grand Rapids 
ttro wasteful in their habits, pay but 
little attention to the rules ol1 health 
and tiro lacking In tholr endeavor to 
beautify the elty. 
And wa ballcivo, 


b'eosh, he's right. 


It la all a miUtar ol! garbage dls- 


poital, which includes ashes, tin cans, 
old bottles, potato purlnga and thing* 
of 
thin nature that 
tiro 
usually 


thrown out by the average family 
and allowed to disgrace tha street 
during the winter months, to bo talc- 
en up Borne time in the spring by tho 
city teams and carted away. 


The idea is to dispose of UH much 


of tha garbage as possible by burn- 
Ing if. in either the cook stove or 
heater, and that part which It Is ini 
possible to dlupoiio of in tills way, to 
placa Into a garbage can, 'Which, 
whim full, will be called for by tbo 
city team and ompttod. By using tha 
garbage can it Is possible to dlnposo 
ol 
1 leavings from the table or kitchiii) 


without inaldiiK MI unsightly pile ol' 
rubblsli in tho yard or on tho street 
near tho curb which remains there 
until the auow sons away 
in 
tho 


Hiirlng, with tho result Uiat tho city 
has a very rutty appearance for 'i 
couple of months during tin; spring 
break-up. 


The 
first Idea in lo 
screen 
all 


ashes, which In many cases results in 
u considerable saving of money. lr. 
these times of high-priced coal It is 
worth tho Lime to run the italics thru 
a screen, as In some cases us (jigh as 
fifty per cent in volume is tnUen from 
Iho ashen In good coal that can be 
burned. 
H also reduces tho voluiuu 


of tho .iislios that go into the garbage 
can that havo to be hauled away, so 
that the labor In this respect Is rc- 
Uuc'il to a m i n i m u m , 


I'otato peelings can be burned at 


all limes of the year, Hum disposing 
of them in the most sanitary way 
possible, and also making use of tlin. 
lioul that Is generated In the process. 
Much of the other garbage of tho 
kitchen can be disposed of In the 
name way If the water is drained off, 
and the; volume of garbage materially 
reduced. 


In order to encouragp tho proper 


disposal at garbage, the city has pro- 
cured a number of cans which will no 
sold to the residents of tho city at 
cost. These cans may be placed near 
the house where they will bo handy 
tor tin* ono who empties the ashes 
and gnrbage, and when they are filled 
they will bo taken away and emptied 
by the city team. 
It is expected th,.t 


In HIP business section of the city 
there will be a daily service of pick- 
ing up the garbage, so that even 
those who use a largo quantity of 
coal will be able to dispose of the 


lum without tilling up the back lots 


or other places whore they would 
prove unsightly. 


So It will be seen that by 
th-> 


proper use of tho, garbage can the 
city will be beautified, conditions will 
be more sanitary, and it will cost tue 
people less money to UVP, any ono of 
winch la excuse enough for m a k i n g 
tha chance. 


ROUTE OF ROADS IS 


DEFINITELY FIXED 


While the 
official announcement 


has not as yet been made, It Is con- 
fidently expected that 
the 
federal 


ronda running to this 'city will follow 
Ihe lines now laid out and will bo 
about as follows: 


The road from this city to Marsh- 


field will run from this city to Seneca 
Corners, from there to Vesper, Ihonce 
to Arpin, and from there to Auburn- 
dale and then to Marshflold, 
While 


It was not axpected at first that this 
course would be followed, It seems 
that this was decided to be the best 
route. For one thing, It is somewhat 
shorter than the -wa'y thru Pittsvllln, 
and It Is thru a section where it is 
comparatively 
thickly 
settled 
and 


consequently n strong demand for .1 
good road. 
Tho Vesper people havo 


always been strongly in favor of a 
trunk line thru their village, and this 
will give them the desired road, 


Between this city and Plover, It is 


understood that the lower road was 
selected. 
That is the road that Is 


now in use and the one on which 
most of tho people live and tho one 
that would be used 
Iho 
most 
by 


everybody. 


Between this city and 
Kilbourn, 


the road will run north from Kll- 
bouni as far as Friendship, and then 
cut across eajt so as to strike tho 
Nekoosa bridge, and 
crossing 
tho 


river ut that point, will come to this 
cily on the west sido-of the river. 


It 'is not expected that these dif- 


ferent routes will suit everybody, not 
will It possible lo make everybody 
believe that the best routes wore se- 
lected. However,"ho legislative com- 
mittee that had the matter In charge, 
listened to all Iho arguments that 
ware put up on the different routes, 
and then, after it was all over, made 
tho best decision that they could on 
the matter.

per barrel, 
Of course, tho imall 


cranberry Is just as good to eat as 
the largo ones ,and they are no mort 
trouble lo prepare for eating limn the 
largest sizes, and the follow that eat* 
them never &eas tho berries before 
tlioy are cooked, so that he does not 
know whether they were large or 
small, and yet, In spite of all these 
fads, the small berries, when the 
crop is good, are hard to sell.

STARTING ENGINE 


This is tho time of year when tho 


man with an automobile, no matter 
whether it be a Henry Ford or a 
Fierce-Arrow, should use more than 
ordinary care in running his engine 
while tho car is standing iu the gar- 
age. 
As cokl weather approaches, 


owners of cars are apt to start their 
engines and allow them to run a few 
minutes before the cur Is taken out, 
the object being to warm up the en- 
Kfne and

It working In good 


ahape beforo starting out.

jection to this is thy fact that the 
fumes from a gasoline engine are at 
times quite deadly, and the man who 
Is operating the engine in a closed 
garage novor knows when ho may get 
a whiff of gas from the engine that 
will "knock him senseless and possi- 
bly kill him If holp does not happen 
lo be cloao at hand. 


A gasoline engine or a gasoline 


stove, when not working properly, 
given off a deadly gas known as car- 
bon monoxide, this gias being the re- 
sult ol' partly burned gasoline vapor, 
Men who have investigated tho mat- 
ler say that one breath of this gas in 
the pure state will cause death, and 
the person who Inhales it is apt to 
Iof.e consciousness so suddenly that 
he never knows what is the matter, 
und beforo he can make any attempt 
to get from the building or op.en u 
door, 
A case Is on record where 


a woniiin was overcome from the gas 
from a poorly burning gasoline stove 
in the kitchen. Her husband saw her 
full to the floor, and went In to pick 
her up, and when he stooped down 
for this purpose ho inhaled a breath 
o-f the gas and also dropped to the 
tloor. 
At this moment somebody 


cumo in from outside and in thoir' 
hurry to help the stricken people, 
left the oiilsldc door open, which 
probably saved the lives of all con- 
cerned. 


An instance happened at Marsh- 


Held recently where a nmn started up 
his cur In the garage and allowed it 
to run a few minutes. 
He noticed 


that the smoke was getting rather 
thick in the room and started to open 
the door, at. which instant ho was 
overcome, and fell out thru the door 
senseless. 
Had he fallen inside the 


garage It Is entirely probable that his 
life would have paid the forfeit.

ECONOMY, HEALTH 


AND BEAUTY IN ONE 


City Engineer Thompson Ima called 


the attention -of the Tribune to the 
fact that the people -of Grand Rapids 
are wasteful in their habits, pay but 
little attention to the rules of health 
and are lacking in their endeavor to 
beautify the city. 
And we believe, 


fo'eosh, he's right. 
It Is all u matter of garbage dis- 


posal, which includes ashes, tin cans, 
old'bottles, potato parings and thing* 
of 
thlB nature that are 
usually 


thrown out by the average family 
and allowed to disgrace the street 
during the winter mouths, to be tak- 
en UP some time in the spring: by the 
city teams and carted away. 


The idea is to dispose of as much 


of tho garbage as possible by burn- 
ing it in either the cook atoye or 
heater, and that part which it is im 
possible to dispose of in this way to 
placa Into a garbage can, •which, 
When full, will be called for by the 
city team and emptied. By using tha 
garbage can it is possible to dispose 
of leavings froni the table or kitchen 
without making• au unsightly pile of 
rubbish in the yard or on the street 
near the curb which remains there 
until the snow goes away 
in 
the 


spring with the result that the city 
has a very ratty appearance for a 
couple of months during the .spring 
break-up. 
,. 
The first idea is to screen 
all 


ashes, which in many cases results in 
a considerable saving of money. 
In 


these times of high-priced coal it is 
worth the time to run the ashes thru 
a screen, as in some cases as high as 
ilfty per cent in volume is taken from 
I ho ashes in good coal that can be 
burned. 
It also reduces the volume 


of the .ashes that go into the garbage 
can that have to be hauled away, so 
that tho labor in this respect is re- 
duced to a minimum. 
Potato peelings can be burned at 


all times of the year, thus disposing 
of (hem in the most sanitary way 
possible, and also making use of the 
heat that Is generated in the process. 
Much of the other garbage ot tho 
kitchen can be disposed of in the 
same way if the water is drained off, 
and the volume of garbage materially 
reduced. 
In order to encourage the propet 


disposal of garbage,, the city has pro- 
cured n number of cans which will oe 
sold to the residents of the city at 
cost. These cans may be placed near 
the 'house where they will be handy 
for the one who empties the ashes 
and garbage, and when they are filled 
thev will be taken away and emptied 
by the city team. 
It is expected tha 


In the business section of the city 
there will be a daily service of pick- 
ing up the garbage, so that even 
those who use a large quantity of 
coal will be able to dispose of the 
ashes without filling up the back lots 
or other places where they would 
prove unsightly. .- 


So it will be seen that by 
th?. 


proper use of the garbage can the 
city will be beautified, conditions will 
be more sanitary, and it will cost tue 
people less money to live, any one of 
which is excuse enough for making 
th« chance. 


ROUTE OF ROADS IS 


DEFINITELY FIXED 


While the 
official announcement 


has not as yet been made, it is con- 
fidently expected that 
the 
federal 


roads running to this 'city will follow 
the lines now laid out and will bs 
about as follows: : 
The road from this city to Marsh- 


field will run from this city to .Seneca 
Corners, from there to Vesper, thence 
to Arpin, and from there to Auburn- 
dale and then to Marshfield. 
While 


it was not expected at first that this 
course would be followed, it seems 
that this was decided to be the best 
route. For one thing, it is somewhat 
shorter than the waV thru PittsvilUi, 
and it is thru a section where it is 
comparatively 
thickly settled 
and 


consequently a strong demand for A 
good road. The Vesper people have 
always been strongly in favor of a 
trunk line thru their village, and this 
will give them the desired road. 


Between this city and Plover, it is 


understood that the lower road was 
selected. 
That is the road that is 


now in use and the one on which 
most of the people live and the one 
that would be used 
the 
most 
by 


everybody. 
Between this city and 
Kilbouru, 


the road will run north from HU- 
bourn as far as Friendship, and then 
cut across ea?t so as to strike the 
Nckoosa bridge, and 
crossing 
the 


river at that point, will come to.this 
city on the west side-of the river. 


It 'is not expected that these dif- 


ferent routes will suit everybody, not 
wi'Il it possible to make everybody 
believe that the best routes were se- 
lected. However, Ihe legislative com- 
mittee that had the matter in charge, 
listened to all the arguments 'that 
were put up on the different routes, 
and then, after it was all over, made 
tho best decision that they could on 
the matter.

While the crop of cranberries iu 


this section was curtailed to a con- 
siderable extent by a late growing 
season and an early frost, the prices 
that have prevailed since the picking 
season lias been high 
enough 
to 


make up, to a large extent, for the 
shortage in production. 
The larger varieties are now sell- 


ing at $10. $11 and $12 per barrel, 
while the small pie berries are sell- 
ing readily at $7 per barrel. Thii is 
the highest price that, the small ber- 
ries have ever brought, as generally 
they are a drug on the market at ?3 
per' barrel. 
Of course, the imall 


cranberry is just as good to eat as 
the large ones ,and they are no raort, 
trouble to prepare for eating than the 
largest sizes, and the fellow that eats 
them never sees the berries before 
they are cooked, so that he does not 
know whether they were larga or 
small, and yet, in spite of all these 
facts, the small berries, when the 
crop is good, are hard to sell. Ihe 
local sales company shipped three 
hundred barrels of the small berries 
to Canada on Tuesday. The buyers 
in Canada, by the way, always pur- 
chase (lie small or pie berries.

AND BEAUTY IN ONE 


City Engineer Thompson has called 


the attention of the Tribune to the 
fact that the people of Grand Rapids 
are wasteful in their habits, pay hut 
little attention to the rules of health 
and are lacking in their endeavor to 
beautify the city. 
And w» beliaYe. 


b'eosh, he's right. 
It is all -a matter of garbage dis- 


posal, which includes ashes, tin can3- 
old'bottlBB, potato parings and things 
of 
this 
us-turs that are 
usually 


thrown out by the averaga ^nj 
and allowed to disgrace the street 
duriag the winter months, to he ta«- 
en up some time in the spring by the 
city teams and carted away. 
The idea is to dispose of as much 


of tha garbage as possible by burn- 
ing it in either the cook stove or 
heater, and that part which it is itn 
possible to dispose of in this way, to 
placs Into a garbage can, -which, 
when full, will be called for by the 
citr team and emptied. By using tha 
-arbage can it is possible to dispose 
of leavings from the table or kitchen 
without making an unsightly pile ot 
rubbish in the yard or on the street 
near the curb which remains there 
until the snow goes away 
in 
the 


spring, with the result that the city 
has a very ratty appearance for n 
couple of months during the spring 
break-up. 
.. 
The first idea is to 
screen 
all 


ashes which in many cases results in 
a considerable saving of money. 
I.-, 


these limes of high-priced coal it is 
worth the time to run the ashes thru 
a screen, as in some cases as high as 
fifty per cent in volume is taken troni 
[he ashes in good coal that can be 
burned. 
It also reduces the voluiue 


of the ashes that go into the garbage 
can that have to be hauled away, so 
that the labor in this respect is re- 
duced to a minimum. 
Potato peelings can be burned at 


all times of the year, thus disposing 
of them in the most sanitary way 
possible, and also making use of the 
heat that is generated in the process. 
Much of the other garbage of the 
kitchen can be disposed of in the 
same way if the water is drained off, 
and the volume of garbage materially 


In order to encourage the proper 


disposal of garbage,.the city has pro- 
cured a number of cans which will ne 
sold to the residents of the city at 
cost 
These cans may be placed near 


the house where they will be handy 
for the one who empties the ashes 
and garbage, and when they are filled 
they will be taken away and emptied 
by the city team. It is expected th«-t 
in the business section of the city 
there will be a. daily service of pick- 
ing up the garbage, so that even 
those who use a large quantity of 
coal will be able to dispose of the 
ashes without filling up the back lots 
or other places where they would 
prove unsightly1. 


So it will be seen that by 
th-> 


proper use of the garbage can the 
city will be beautified, conditions will 
be more sanitary, and it will cost tt;e 
people less money to live, any one of 
which is excuse enough for matins 
the change. 


ROUTE OF ROADS IS 


DEFINimY FIXED 


While the 
official announcement 


has not as yet been made, it is con- 
fidently expected that 
the 
federal 


roa-ds running to this "city will follow 
the lines now laid out and will be 
about as follows: : 
The road from this city to Marsh- 


field will run from this city to Seneca 
Corners, from there to Vesper, thence 
to Arpin, and from there to Auburn- 
dale and then to Marshfield.

it was not expected at first that this 
course would be followed, it seems

more taxes to the government than the 
owner of n farm that is cultivated ana 
even Improved with buildings and 
Btock to the value of thousands of dol- 
lars. In order ro encourage the farm- 
er to Improve and to go into stock rais- 
ing, he Is not charged one cent of taxes 
on any of his Improvements, imple- 
ments or stock of any kind. 


As a result of this surtax on un- 


cultivated or ppeculatlvely held lands, 
the owners are now trying to sell them 
to actual settlers, and, in nearly every 
Instance, have been offering on very 
easy terms of payment, usually a quar- 
ter down, and the balance extending 
over a term of years at prices mucn 


, lower than their productive value 


1 would warrant 


A world-wide shortage in farm stuffs 


has given a new value to all agricul- 
tural products and the margin of profit 
today Is greater than ever In the past. 
It Is true labor and Implements have 
Increased In price, but it is now pos- 
sible to secure 50% profit in fanning, 
and higher.

be cultivated In favorable situations. 
Closely allied plants are cultivated In 
India, Tlzet, South America aud Af- 
rica as grain crops.

11 has been in effect 
here seven years. 


Opponents of the system declared 


that had they been beuten at the elec- 
tion they were arranging for individ- 
ual recall of some of the'ofilcors, as 
was the course pursued in an Ohio 
city which tried to shake off the com- 
mission method .some time ago. 


Plans are now being made for the 


selection of likely candidates to take 
up the regular municipal chairs to be 
filled at the April election. Until that 
Lime the commission system will con- 
tinue-in effect. 


Six aldermen are to be elected for 


one year and six for two years. No 
mention has as yet been made of a 
candidate for the mayoralty. 


The entire campaign preceding the 


popular ballot was fraught with inten- 
sive fervor on both sides. 
A public 


debate was one of the featuren and as 
points were made pro and con ripples 
and then hurricanes of applause swept, 
across the hall, filled with hundreds of 
citizens who set a precedent in munic- 
ipal government.

PEACE NOT IN SIGHT 


BRITISH PREMIER MAKES STATE- 


MENT AT MASS MEETING. 


Says Russia's Military Collapse Pre- 


vents Triumph of the Allies 


This Year. 


London, Oct. 24.—"I have scanned 


the horizon intently," Premier Lloyd 
George stated, "and can see uo terms. 
In. sight which will lead to enduring 
peace. The only terms now possible 
would mean an armed, truce ending in 
nn even more frightful struggle." 


The prime minister was addressing 


nn enthusiastic mass meeting of 10,- 
000 persons in Albert hall, called to 
inaugurate n nation-wide'campaign of 
economy. 


The premier said he hud hoped the 


enemy's terrible power might be bro- 
ken this year, but that the temporary 
collapse of the Russian military power 
had postponed this hope. Time, how- 
ever, was on the side of the allies, ho 
added. Time once was -neutral, but 
two tilings had changed this—namoly, 
the .advent of America, whose man- 
power was the best fighting material 
in the world, and the increasing fail- 
ure- of the German submarine war. 


The allies were working in. tho 


greatest harmony. Mr. Lloyd-George 
continued. He said tlu»y wore on the 
eve of the most Important inter-allied 
conference ever held, at which for the 
first time representatives of America 
and of the Hussinn democracy would 
be present. 
He stated that the con- 


ference meant to determine the ulti- 
mate issue of the war. 


It must be settled now, once for all, 


ho declared. If the war should be re- 
newed after 80 years more of scientific 
application it would mean the death 
of civilization. -Brute force 'uni.st be 
dethroned forever.

PROTESTS MUST BE IGNORED 


Consolidation Is Necessary to Conform 


to System of Our Allies—Officers, 
Unless Unfit, Will Not Be Reduced

Washington.—The secretary of. war, 


and with him the military officers.of 
his department, are desirous that mem- 
bers of National Guard organizations 
should understand that it Is nothing 
but the necessities of-a military- case 
which-have compelled the .authorities 
to order a consolidation of some.Of the 
state regiments which thereby neces- 
sarily largely must lose their Identity. 


Telegrams and letters of protest 


against the consolidation of different 
state regiments Into one still are pour- 
lug Into tho department, and the civil- 
Ian officials and the army ofllcers un- 
questionably are perturbed because of 
the attitude of officers and men of 
some of the.. Guard organizations to- 
ward consolidation. 
• 


It appears that rather than to lose 


Its identity as the Fighting Fiftieth, or 
the Keokulc Blues, or the Kalamazoo 
Cracks, some o£ the Guard regiments 
would prefer that military wisdom be 
foregone and that they be allowed to 
go into the fight against the Germans 
in their old formations, which would 
mean to enter the battle In a manner 
not approved by students of modern 
warfare. 


I have been asked personally by one 


of the highest military officials in the 
United States to write an explanation 
of why those consolidations of regi- 
ments are necessary, and why It is 
that some oflicers, temporarily at least, 
must: lose. their positions of first com- 
mand. 
.- . 


Pershlng Urged the Change. 


It was General Pershlng who urged 


on the American mili.tary authorities 
the necessity of having the regimental 
formations correspond to those of the 
French and British now actually on the 
fighting Hue. 
Three years of trench 


work and such open field work as there 
has been hove proved that a complete 
change in the regimental formations 
must be made. The war department, 
wishing to do what It can to insure so 
.far as Is possible quick victory, has no 
alternative but to change- thu old or- 
ganization plan. 


Under the new rule a regiment must 


contain about 3,000 men. This makes 
It 
absolutely necessary 
that 
some 


Guard regiments shall be combined to 
make u new regiment. The whole sys- 
tem of organization has undergone a 
change. The necessity of machine gun 
troops' has made It Imperative that 
some regiments shall be split into 
smaller units for "rattle fire" gun for- 
mations. The war department realizes 
that In a measure this splitting of regi- 
ments Is to the men like the breaking 
up of home ties, but war is on and the 
war must"be fought along modern lines 
nnd therefore the changes absolutely 
are necessary. 


There is one colonel to a regiment. 


When two existing regiments are com- 
bined into one it means that the Junior 
colonel must be displaced from com- 
mand, or if it shall be deemed wise 
from the military sense to put the jun- 
ior In chief command, the senior feels 
that he had been slighted. 


No Officer to Lose His Rank. 


It can be said,'however, that no cal- 


omel, unless found unfit, will lose his 
rank. He will be attached to a regi- 
ment ready to take command In case 
the actual commander Is Incapacitated 
or transferred. In other words, the ad- 
ditional colonel .will In a sense be a 
lieutenant colonel, although keeping 
the colonel's rank. The lieutenant col- 
onel of an outfit always has been a sort 
of a supernumerary. 


Other oflicers than the colojvels will 


be affected, but every mact Vno Is fit 
for the service will Blfey In It at the 
rank which he holds. 
It will be no 


news probably to most of the officers 
of the army, regulars or National 
Guardsmen, that If they prove their 
unfltness to command men In the pres- 
ent crisis—out they will go.

ciation, I am told, Is now conducting 
another series of experiments because, 
so the word Is, the first trials did not 
bear out the'claims'which were made. 


It Is known that a representative of 


the British medical department, who 
recently came to the. United States, has 
told the surgeons that iip to the time 
he left the home office nlkalgin had not 
been given a trial there. 
A French 


surgeon recently arrived has said the 
same thing, but as soon as the story 
of demonstration of nlkalgin In Eng- 
land and in France was read, reports 
from the' medical officers of the two 
countries were asked for, and soon 
will be received In Washington. 


Almost Fear to Make War Talk. 
One reason for the desire of con- 


gress to have/some weeks Intervene 
between the -end 
of 
one 
session 


and the ' beginning of the next is 
that patriotically inclined members, 
Democrats nnd Republicans, can go 
forth inio their districts to talk to 
their constituents on the war and the 
necessity of driving it hard to a vic- 
tory for democracy. 


Republican congressmen, and par- 


ticularly those who represent western 
districts, are a trifle disturbed over 
the prospect. 
They do not like to be 


deaf to the summons, and yet they 
fenr that the results mny be damag- 
ing to their political fortunes. It may 
seem curious that any man can think 
thnt his appeals to people to stand by 
their country may work anything but 
good to him nnd his cause, and yet 
there seems reason In a way for the 
fear of some of the members that they 
nifty lose by their efforts. 


In order that I- might get the real 


basis for the fenr that political Ul-for- 
tune may await the Republicans who 
volunteer to speak in behalf of vigor- 
ous war measures, I sought out a 
member of congress of that party from 
o district In New England, where the 
war spirit Is higher than It Is in the 
West, and where, presumably, a speak- 
ing member could not suffer by telling 
his neighbors that they must stand for 
war us a mighty nation should con- 
duct it. 
The New England Republican to 


whom I talked will be a candidate for 
re-election next year. He said: 
' "There is a nigh war spirit In nearly 


all parts of ray district. There are 
some sections, however, where the peo- 
ple need information In order to bring 
them to the point of willingness to 
sanction nil the government measures 
necessary to put through this big thing 
•in which we are engaged. 
The mere 


preaching of a driving war in behalf 
o'f democracy will not hurt me at the 
polls, but there is something which Is 
likely to hurt me and every Repub- 
lican candidate In the country. 


"The people In the main do uot dif- 


ferentiate between the government, or, 
to put it better, between the United 
States and the administration. There 
Is no 'party of opposition' In congress 
today—that Is, no party of opposition 
to war. The men In congress who are 
opposed to the war are to be found In 
bolh parties, and there are only a few 
of them. 


Dilemma of the Republicans. 


"When we Republicans go out to 


sp^ak in behalf of a hearty support 
for the government, many of our hear- 
ers will take this to mean that we 
desire a hearty support for the admin- 
istration. So we will. In a way, but 
we will not mean that we are pleading 
for the support of the administration 
In Its endeavors along lines which have 
nothing to do with the war. 


"We cannot expect, however, that 


the people will make this distinction 
and they are the more certain not to 
make It because we would destroy all 
the force of what we have to say If we 
tried to discriminate between an en- 
dorsement of the administration in Its 
war efforts and an endorsement of Its 
other efforts. If we did tills we would 
befog the issue and be charged with 
playing politics." 


It can be said that there Is a belief 


In Washington that the Republican 
f ears will be found to be misplaced 
and that all congressmen of whatever 
party will be given credit solely for 
their patriotic efforts and that any 
politics in the matter will be cut from 
consideration.

Growers Urged to Reduce Loss 


Resulting From Use of Bad 


Storage Methods. 


EXPERT MAKES SUGGESTIONS 


Head ftf Food Administration Division 


Tells How Many Causes of Dam- 


age 
Can 
Be 
Elim- 


inated.

Washington.—In 
order 
Ihnt 
the 


country may benefit from the large po- 
tato crop which was raised during the 
past season, the United States food 
administration Is appealing to small 
growers throughout the country to 
take every precaution to prevent dam- 
age to,the surplus crop during the 
coming winter through improper stor- 
age methods. In a statement just is- 
sued, Lou D. Sweet, head of the po- 
tato division of the food administra- 
tion, culls attention to the chief causes 
of wastage and outlines the best stor- 
age methods. The statement follows: 


"It is of great Importance that all 


the potatoes raised this year should 
be stored 
under proper conditions. 


Even \vh«n every yirecautlon is taken 
the wastage of potatoes during the 
winter-is considerable-; under bad con- 
ditions of storage it is very great in- 
deed. 


"In order that the best methods may 


be adopted by the small growers, those 
who have not had the experience in 
the storage of potatoes, should know 
the chief causes of the wastage. These 
onuses are: 


"]. Sweating, heating and conse- 


quent rot: often due to insufficient 
ventilation. 


" "2. Rotting, due to potatoes getting 
wet nt the time of putting them in 
storage. 


"3. Injury from frost 
"4. Decay, owing to disease In th« 


tubers at the time of storage. 


'Ti. Sprouting

Losses May Be Reduced. 


"It is not possible to prevent alto- 


gether losses from these causes, hut 
by using the best methods of storage. 
It Is possible to reduce them very ma- 
terially. 


"This may he done by taking cnre to 


guard si gainst losses from each of 
the£e causes: 


"Sweating and heating occur if the 


freshly dug potatoes are piled In too 
inrpe piles, so that the air cannot cir- 
culate between the tubers. The risk 
of loss from Ibis cnuse is greatest in 
the fnll, immediately after the tuhers 
have been dug, and It Is, therefore, im- 
portant that potatoes when dug should 
not he put in unnecessarily large piles, 
nor kept in an Ill-ventilated room. 


"If the potatoes at the digging time 


are allowed to get wet and go into 
storage in Uiat condition, rotting is 
sure to occur. 
Be careful to have 


your potatoes dry before storing. 


"Potatoes are easily damaged by 


frosr. 
If they become frozen, there 


market value is destroyed. Therefore, 
take precaution to protect the tuhers 
from frost before and after digging. 


Eliminate Diseased Tubers. 


"There are several diseases of the 


potato which destroy the tuber, and if 
diseased tubers are mixed with the 
pound ones, the disease spreads rap- 
Idly; therefore, it is necessary to sort 
the potatoes carefully, eliminating^!!

Her 
statesmen,, when they look forward to that day 
of tlio congress of nations which shall remake a 
tortured world, know that an things stand now 
thcv will nnd at tho council board suspicion 
where they desire' sympathy. They know that 
there Is none to whom they can turn with any 
comfortable certainty of support—unless It be 
America. 
Can they win the friendship of Amer- 


ica, a friendship based on mutual trust and liking? 
Only such a friendship will avail them. 


Official Records Ignore Isolation. 


The story of the Isolation of Japan, of the 


paradox of the member of the great alliance 
against the central powers who Is without a 
friend, Is not to be found In ofllclal documents, 
but Its truth Is nevertheless indisputable. 


When war came, three years ago, the states- 


men of Jnpan believed that Germany would bo 
defeated In six months. 
In other words, they 


"pluyod" the allies to win. and win quickly, and 
they iictcd accordingly. They demanded tho .vac- 
uatton of Shantung by Germany, they Invested 
and took Klnochau, and they made naval dlspo- 
tsitlons in the waters of tho far East which were 
of undoubted assistance to the British admiralty. 
The aggregate effort Involved was relatively small, 
but It ranged Japan, as Dor statesmen thought on 
the winning side, arid they felt they could afford 
indifference to the bitterness and the hostility 
thus caused in Germany. 


Japan's Early Part In the War. 


Then, as the months went by, with their ever- 


recurring stories of German success on land, the 
Ktntosmen of Japan were haunted by the fear that 
th»y had backed the wrong horse. Little by little, 
therefore, they allowed the ardor of their cham- 
plonship of the allied cause to weaken.

PUPILS IN SCHOOLS 


MAKE TRENCH HEATHKH 


The making of trench heaters foi 


the use of our soldiers Is the work 
which is being done by high school 
students in Milwaukee 
and 
other 


cities. The following from a Milwau- 
kee paper tolls what Is being done In 
one of the schools of that city: 


The chemistry class of Iliverulde 


high school has completed more than 
l.uOO "ration heaters" for use In the 
trenches. This heater is a short roll 
of paper soaked in parafln. 
It gives 


off no smoke, but instead, ai? intense 
heat sufficient to boil a ration of 
soup. 
Many oif .the HO chemistry stu 


donta meet each 
Thursday, 
after 


school hours, in tho laboratory and 
work in preparing heaters. A table 
is supplied with all the necessary .ma- 
terials so that those having leisure 
can work at any time, - 
Newspapers are first rolled Into 


long compact rolls, with the last 
sheet pasted down to hold the roll In 
shape. The manual training depart- 
ment then cuts this into strips two 
and a half inches long. 
Those are 


soaked in melted parafin for eight 
minutes, 
There Is an urgent demand for 


these in the trenches, as no other 
form of fuel has been found that is 
so portable, gives no signal of smoke 
to the enemy and contains so many 
heat units in so small a form. Those 
prepared by the Riverside pupils are 
forwarded by the Red Cro?«. 


HIS BKOTHKIVS KTOKIM'IK 


How may clean, careful and intel- 


ligent parents, protect their children 
and theniBelves from the contagious 
diseases and other evils which infest 
the homef, and neighborhoods of un- 
clean, careless and Ignorant people? 
This Is a question which has'agi- 
tated mothers and fathers thruoui 
the history of educated 
mankind, 


The complete answer has not boon 
found. 
This much we know, however, that 


inasmuch as those who are sick with 
pestilences spread their own afflic- 
tion to others, our own safety is de- 
pendent upon making others safe. 
This Is another instance In which the 
biblical question: "Am I. my broth- 
er's keeper" must be answered af- 
firmatively. 
In this one, however, 


it Is not Just one of conscience, alone 
but of selfish, personal interest as 
well. 
In their efforts to free themselves 


from needless suffering, preventable 
disease, and premature death, people 
are confronted with the necessity of 
giving as much attention to their 
neighbors' lives and 
health as 
to 


their own. What does it profit the 
husbandman to free his fields from 
thistles if his neighbors' carelessness 
cultivates them? "His care of his 
own fields profits- his neighbor rather 
more than it does himself. 
Just so with contargious diseases. 


The mother who keeps her snuffly- 
noaod child at home and away from 
contact with other children is doing 
an even greater service to her neigh- 
bor than she is to herself or her own 
child. It Is only a square deal that 
she should receive equal considera- 
tion from her neighbor. 


Medical school inspection, whether 


it be conducted by a doctor, a school 
nurse, or an intelligent teacher, is 
the best device so far arranged by 
which careful and Intelligent parents 
may protect their children from di- 
sease contamination of the children 
of careless and ignorant 
parents. 


The fundamental principle of school- 
chlld-hoalth-inspection is discovering 
sources of infection and removing 
them before the well have been in- 
fected. 
Nothing could be simpler or 


more in line with common sense 
practices as applied to other things. 
What housewife, for example, would 
keep decaying apples In contact with 
her sound onse. 


The 
establishment 
and 
proper 


maintenance of health inspection Is 
not primarily a charity but a meas- 
ure of self protection. Its value lies 
in the realization that preventing 
disease Is much cheaper than curing 
it.

PROTESTS MUST BE IGNORED 


Consolidation Is Necessary to Conform 


to System of Our Allies—Officers, 
Unless Unfit, Will Not Be Reduced 
In Rank. 


By EDWARD B. CLARK. 


Washington.—The secretary of war, 


and with him the military ollicers of 
his department, are desirous that mem- 
bers of National Guard organizations 
should understand that It Is nothing 
but the necessities of a military case 
which have compelled the authorities 
to order a consolidation of some Of the 
slato regiments which thereby neces- 
sarily largely must lose (heir Identity. 


Telegrams and 
letters of 
protest 


against the consolidation of different 
state regiments into one still are pour- 
Ing Into tin- department, and the civil- 
Ian ofllclals and the army ollicers un- 
questionably are perturbed because of 
the attitude of ollicers and men of 
some of the Guard organisations to- 
ward consolidation. 


It appears that rather than to lose 


Its identity as the Fighting Fiftieth, or 
the Keokuk Blues, or tho KulumnKOO 
Cracks, some •>£ the Guard regiments 
would prefer that military wisdom he 
foregone and that they be allowed to 
go Into tho fight against tho Germans 
In their old formations, which would 
mean to enter tho battle In a manner 
not approved by students of modern 
warfare. 


I havo been asked personally by one 


of the highest military ofllclals In the 
United States to write un explanation 
of why those consolidations of regi- 
ments are necessary, and why it Is 
that some officers, temporarily at least, 
must loso their positions of first com- 
mand, 


Pershlng Urged the Change. 


It was General Pershlng who urged 


on the American military authorities 
the necessity of having HIP regimental 
formations correspond In those of the 
French and Biltlsh now actually on the 
lighting line.

The war department realizes 
that In a measure this splitting of regi- 
ments Is to the men like the breaking 
up of home ties, but war Is on and the 
wnr must be fought along modern lines 
and therefore the changes absolutely 
are necessary. 


There is one colonel to a regiment. 


When two existing regiments are com- 
bined Into one It means that the junior 
colonel must be displaced from com- 
mand, or If It shall be deemed wise 
from the military sense to put tho jun- 
ior In chief command, the senior feels 
that he bad been slighted. 


No Officer to Lose His Rank. 


It can be said, however, that no col- 


onel, unless found unfit, will lose his 
rank. He will be attached to a regi- 
ment ready to take command in case 
the actual commander Is Incapacitated 
or transferred. In other words, the ad- 
ditional colonel .will in a sense be a 
lieutenant colonel, although keeping 
the colonel's rank. The lieutenant col- 
onel of un outfit always has been a sort 
of a supernumerary.

Washington, Oct. 20.—Two hundred 


million pounds of Louisiana cane sug- 
ar was contracted for here by the 
American Sugar Refining company, 
and will begin moving northward next 
week to relieve the serious shortage 
of the Eastern states. 


If the Eastern consumer had been 


compelled to await the coming of this 
year's supply from Western beet and 
Cuban cane fields there would have 
been no relief for existing near-fam- 
ine conditions until late In Novem- 
ber. 


For the 200,000,000 pounds the re- 


finers paid about $13,000,000, or ap- 
proximately 6Vs cents'a pound. After 
adding the cost of transportation and 
refining, it is estimated thai: they 
will be able to sell to the wholesalers 
at steadily reducing prices,. beginning 
nt 8.30 cents Eastern seaboard and 
dropping to 7.25 by the end of the 
year. 
The latter figure is the sea- 


board price previously fixed by agree- 
ment for Cuban, Hawaiian and West- 
ern beet sugar, and the price the food 
administration expects to maintain. 


With the refiners' price at 8.35, the 


food administration announced that 
wholesalers in the Northeast should 
sell nt about 8.60, with the price de- 
creasing proportionately with reduc- 
tions by the refiners. 
This, it was 


said, should mean ' a price of nine 
cents to the consumer at once and of 
not more than eight cents by the end 
of the year. 
The big deal for Louisiana sugar 


was announced after a two-day confer- 
ence In which the producers, headed 
by John M. Parker, federal food ad- 
ministrator for Louisiana; Earl D. 
Bnbst, president 
of

Sugar Refining company, and officials 
of the administration took part. 


In anticipation of the sale, the trans- 


portation division of the food admin- 
istration already has arranged for suf- 
ficient shipping to transport 100.000.- 
000 pounds of the sugar to the Phlla-- 
delphia, Boston and New York re- 
fineries.

PEACE NOT IN SIGHT 


BRITISH PREMIER MAKES STATE- 


MENT AT MASS MEETING. 


Says Russia's Military Collapse Pre- 


vents Triumph of the Allies 


This Year. 


London, Oct. 24.—"I have scanned 


the horizon Intently," Premier Lloyd 
George stated, "and can see no terms 
In sight which will lead to enduring 
peace. The only terms now possible 
would mean an armed truce ending in 
an even more frightful struggle." 


The prime minister was addressing 


an enthusiastic mass meeting of 10,- 
000 persons in Albert hall, called to 
Inaugurate n nation-wide campaign of 
economy. 


The premier said he had hoped the 


enemy's terrible power might be bro- 
ken this year, but that the temporary 
collapse of the Russian military power 
had postponed this hope. Time, how- 
ever, was on the side of the allies, he 
added. Time once was neutral, but 
two things had changed this—namely, 
the advent of America, whose man- 
power was the best fighting material 
In the world] and the increasing fail- 
ure of thp German submarine war. 


The allies were 
working in. the 


, greatest harmony. Mr. Lloyd-George 
| continued. He said they were on the 
| eve of the most Important inter-ullied 


conference ever held, at which for the 
first time representatives of America 
and of the Russian democracy would 
be present. He stated that the con- 
ference meant to determine the ulti- 
mate issue of the war.

GERMANS REPULSED BY RUSS 


GEN. PERSHING UNDER FIRE 


American Comander Goes as Far as 


the Second German Trench With 


French Officers. 


American Training Camp in France,

far as the second -German line in the 
French attack on the Aisne .front. 


He was with Gen. Franehet d'Bs- 


pcrey, ut first observing the attack 
from a favorable post some distance 
In the rear of the French front line. 
Then General Pershing suggested go- 
Ing into the French trenches. 


This they did, but General Pershing 


was not satisfied and went on through 
the shell fire into the first line of the 
captured German trenches and then 
into the second .line. General Persh- 
ing's Imperturbable attitude during 
this time is the talk of the French 
army.

Several American Intelligence offi- 


cers watched the successful attack 
made by French troops on the front 
northeast of Soissons. The Americans 
saw crowds of German prisoners pass- 
ing to the rear.

STATE REGIMENTS WILL 


LOSE IDENTITY. 


PROTESTS MUST BE IGNORED 


Consolidation Is Necessary to Conform 


to System of Our Allies—Officers, 
Unless Unfit, Will Not Be Reduced 
In Rank. 


By EDWARD B. CLARK. 


Washington.—The secretary of war, 


and with him the military officers of 
his department, are desirous that mem- 
bers of National Guard organizations 
should understand that it. is nothing 
but the necessities of a military case 
which have compelled the authorities 
to order a consolidation of some of the 
state regiments which thereby neces- 
sarily largely must lose their identity. 


Telegrams and letters of protest 


against the consolidation of different 
state regiments into one still are pour- 
ing into the department, and the civil- 
ian officials and the army officers un- 
questionably are perturbed because of 
the attitude of officers and men of 
some of the Guard organizations to- 
ward consolidation. 


It appears that rather than to lose 


Its identity as the Fighting Fiftieth, or 
the Keokuk Blues, or the Kalamazoo 
Cracks, some «f the Guard regiments 
would prefer that military wisdom be 
foregone and that they be allowed to 
go into the fight against the Germans 
in their old formations, which would 
mean to enter the battle In a manner 
not approved by students of modern 
warfare. 


I have been asked personally by one 


of the highest military officials in the 
United States to write an explanation 
of why those consolidations of regi- 
ments are necessary, and why It is 
that some officers, temporarily at least, 
must lose their positions of first com- 
mand.Pershlng Urged the Change. 


It was General Pershlng who urged 


on the American military authorities 
the necessity of having the regimental 
formations correspond to those of the 
French and British now actually on the 
fighting Hue. Three years of trench 
work and such open field work as there 
has been have proved that a complete 
change in the regimental formations 
must be made. The war department, 
wishing to do what it can to insure so 
far as is possible quick victory, has no 
alternative but to change the old or- 
ganization plan. 


Under the new rule a regiment must 


contain about 3.GOO men. This makes 
It 
absolutely necessary 
that 
some 


Guard regiments shall be combined to 
make a new regiment. The whole sys- 
tem of organization has undergone a 
change. The necessity of machine gun 
troops has made it Imperative that 
some regiments shall be split into 
smaller units for "rattle fire" jrun for- 
mations. The war department realizes 
that in a measure this splitting of regi- 
ments is to the men like the breaking 
up of home ties, but war is on and the 
war must be fought along modern lines 
and therefore the changes absolutely 
are necessary. 
There is one colonel to a regiment. 


When two existing regiments are com- 
bined into one it means that the junior 
colonel must be displaced from com- 
mand, or if It shall be deemed wise 
from the military sense to put the jun- 
ior In chief command, the senior feels 
that he had been slighted. 


No Officer to Lose His Rank. 


It can be said, however, that no col- 


onjel, unless found unfit, will lose his 
rank. He will be attached to a regi- 
ment ready to take command In case 
the actual commander Is incapacitated 
or transferred. In other words, the ad- 
ditional colonel jwill In a sense be a 
lieutenant colonel, although keeping 
the colonel's rank. The lieutenant col- 
onel of an outfit always has been a sort 
of a supernumerary. 


Other officers than the colonels will 


be affected, but every matt w'no Is fit 
for the service will Blfcy In it at the 
rank which he holds. It will be no 
news probably to most of the officers 
of the army, regulars or 
National 


Guardsmen, that If they prove their 
unfltness to command men in the pres- 
ent crisis—out they will go.

plished In the war hospitals of Eng- 
land and Prance. 


If this discovery will do what It IB 


claimed It will do, there Is reason 
enough for the Interest In It which has 
been aroused. It has been my attempt 
to find out something about nikalgin 
and Its possible or probable use as a 
local anesthetic by the medical depart- 
ment of the United States government 


Medical Science Is Alert. 


There are In the United States medi- 


cal service several of the foremost phy- 
sicians of the world. 
It Is neither 


In accordance with the ethics of the 
profession nor with the ethics of cen- 
sorship, If one may so speak, for the 
doctors to discuss prior to thorough 
Investigation the merits of a new ma- 
terial which Is claiming recognition. It 


U«es of the Howitzer. 


Howitzer is the name given to a par- 


ticular piece of ordnance which Is of 
great value In sieges. It Is a small, 
light gun, which fires a shell nt a small

CP-n be said, however, that the deep-' 
est interest in the subject Is taken by

There are certain things concerning 


this discovery for which so much has 
been claimed, that must be said as un- 
questionably reflecting the views of 
Uncle Sam's army surgeons. They will 
decline, as they believe the medical 
profession elsewhere will decline, to 
experiment on soldiers with anything 
new and untried. A wounded man in 
the midst of his suffering is not, ac- 
cording to their belief, one upon whom 
experiment 
should 
be made. 
The 


known agencies of relief only should 
be used. 


There are "other ways of trying out 


the virtues of nikalgin nnd they will he 
used. 
In fact the American Medical 


association, according to information 
given to me by a surgeon of the serv- 
ice, already has Investigated niknlgin 
and experimented with It. 
The asso- 


ciation, I am told, is now conducting 
another series of experiments because, 
so the word Is. the first trials did not 
bear out the claims which ivere made. 


It Is known that a representative of 


the British medical department, who 
recently came to the United States, has 
told the surgeons that up to the time 
he left the home office nikalgin had not 
been given a trial there. 
A French 


surgeon recently arrived has said the 
same thing, but as soon as the story 
of demonstration of nikalgin in Eng- 
land and !n France was read, reports 
from the medical officers of the two 
countries were asked for, and soon 
will be received In Washington. 


Almost Fear to Make War Talk. 
One reason for the desire of con- 


gress to have some weeks intervene 
between 
the 
end 
of 
one 
session 


and the beginning of the next is 
that patriotically inclined members. 
Democrats and Republicans, can go 
forth into their districts to talk to 
their constituents on the war and the 
necessity of driving it hard to a vic- 
tory for democracy. 


Republican congressmen, and par- 


ticularly those who represent western 
districts, are a trifle disturbed over 
the prospect. They do not like to be 
deaf to the summons, and yet they 
fear that the results may be damag- 
ing to their political fortunes.

'"There is a nigh war spirit in nearly 


all part.s of my district. 
There are 


some sections, however, where the peo- 
ple need information in order to bring 
them to the point of willingness to 
sanction all the government measures 
necessary to put through this big thins 
in which we are engaged. The mere 
preaching of a driving war in behalf 
o'f democracy will not hurt me at the 
polls, but there is something which is 
likely to hurt me and every Repub- 
lican candidate in the country. 


"The people in the main do not dif- 


ferentiate between the government, or, 
to put it better, between the United 
States and the administration. There 
is no 'party of opposition' In congress 


to(]ay—that is, no party of opposition 
to war. The men in congress who are 
opposed to the war are to be found In 
both parties, and there are only a few 
of th em- 
Dilemma of the Republicans. 


"When we Republicans go out to 


sp<*ik In behalf of a hearty support 
for the government, many of our hear- 
ers will take this to mean that we 
desire a hearty support for the admin- 
istration. So we will. In a way, but 
we will not mean that we are pleading 
for the support of the administration 
In Its endeavors along lines which have 
nothing to do with the war. 
"We cannot expect, however, that 


the people will make this distinction 
and they are the more certain not to 
make It because we would destroy all 
the force of what we have to say If we 
tried to discriminate between an en- 
dorsement of the administration In Its 
war efforts and an endorsement of Its 
other efforts. If we did this we would 
befog the issue and be charged with 
playing politics." 
It can be said that there Is a belief 


in Washington that the Republican 
fears will be found to be misplaced 
and that all congressmen of whatever 
party will be given credit solely for 
their patriotic efforts and that any 
politics In the matter will be cut from 
consideration.

Washington.—In 
order 
that 
the 


country may benelit from the large po- 
tato crop which was raised during the 
pnst season, the United States food 
administration is appealing to small 
growers throughout the 
country to 


take every precaution to prevent dam- 
ago to the surplus crop during the 
coining winter through improper stor- 
age methods. In a statement just is- 
sued, Lou D. Sweet, Iiead of the po- 
tato division of the food administra- 
tion, c-alls attention to Use chief causes 
of wantage nnd outlines the best stor- 
age methods. The statement, follows: 


"Ir is of great Importance that all 


the potatoes raised this year should 
be stored 
under proper conditions. 


Kven when every 'irecautlon la taken 
the wasinge of potatoes during the 
winter- ii considerable-; under had con- 
ditions of storage it Is very great in- 
deed. 


"In order that the best methods may 


he adopted by the small growers, those 
who have not had the experience In 
the storage of potatoes, should know 
the chief causes of the wastage. These 
causes are: 


"1. Sweating, 
heating and 
conse- 


quent rot: often due to Insufficient 
ventilation. 


"•2. Rotting, due to potatoes getting 


w»t at the time of putting them In 
storage. 


"3. Injury from frost. 
"4. He<-ay. owing to disease In th« 


tubers at the time of storage.

Losses May Be Reduced. 


"It i« not possible to prevent alto- 


gether losses from these causes, but 
by using the best methods of storage, 
it Is possible to reduce them very ma- 
terially. 


"This may he done by taking care to 


guard against losses from 
each of 


these r-auses: 


"Sweating and heating orcur if 'h" 


freshly dug potatoes are piled In too 
larce piles, so that the sir cannot cir- 
culate between the tubers. The risk 
of loss from this rause is greatest in 
the fall, inunediati-ly after the tubers 
have been dug, and It Is. then-fore. Im- 
portant that potatoes when dug should 
inn be put In unnecessarily large piles, 
nor kept in an ill-ventilated room. 


"If the potatoes at the digging time 


«re allowed to get wet and go Into 
storage In Uiat condition, rotting is 
sure to occur. 
Be careful to have 


your potatoes dry before storing. 


••Potatoes are easily damaged by 


frosf. 
If they become frozen, there 


market value is destroyed. Therefore, 
take precaution to protect the tubers 
from frost before nn<! after digging. 


Eliminate Diseased Tubers. 


"Th»re ore several diseases of the 


potato which destroy the tuber, and if 
diseased tubers are mixed with the 
sounii ones, the disease spreads rap- 
idly: therefore. It I* necessary to sort

America. Can they win the friendship of Amer- 
ica, n friendship based on mutual trust ami liking? 
Only such H friendship will avail them. 


Official Records Ignore Isolation. 


The story oC the Isolation of Japan, of the 


paradox of the. member of the great alliance 
against the central powers \vtio Is without a 
friend, is not to be found In olllclal documents, 
but Its truth Is nevertheless Indisputable. 


When war cnmo, three years ago, tlio states- 


men of Jnpan believed that Germany would be 
defeated In six months. 
In other words, they 


"plnyt-ci" the allies to win, and win quickly, and 
they acted accordingly. They demanded tho evac- 
uation of Shantung by Germany, tliey Invested 
and took KluochiMi, and they made uavnl dispo- 
sitions In the waters of the fur Kust w h i c h were 
of undoubted assistance to the Urlttsh admiralty. 
The aggregate effort Involved was relatively small,, 
but it rnnited Japan, as her .statesmen thought, on 
tho winning side, arid they felt they could afford 
Indifference to the bitterness and the hostility 
thus caused In Germany. 


Japan's Early Part in tho War. 


Then, a.s the months went by, with their ever- 


recurring stories of Goiiiiun success on land, tho 
btatcsmon of Jnpan wore haunted by tho fear that 
they had backed the wrong horse. Little by little, 
therefore, they allowed tho ardor of their cham- 
pionship of the ulllod cause to weaken. The gov- 
ernment of Japan did not move as "inch ns Us 
llttiw linger wlien a powerful section of the press 
over which it exorcises complete control became. 
openly contemptuous of the ehnnce.s of Kntente 
victory, when the attacks upon Great lirllnln grow 
daily In volume, and bitterness, when the Anglo- 
Jnpimeso was flouted und n strong pro-German 
tone became everywhere apparent. 
Nor did tho 


go-vermuent of Jnpan associate Itself-—save in a 
tardy nnd lukewarm way—with the commercial 
measures against Germany which tho allies con- 
certed nnd curried out. Japan In those, days of- 
fered the extraordinary spectacle of n country nt 
war with Germany, but notably pro-German in 
feeling. 
Small wonder thnt, ns this condition of 


rff-nirs and Its inner meaning came home to Great 
Britain und France, they grew suspicious) and re- 
sentful. 


'Developments outside Japan were not of n sort 


to aHuy this suspicion and resentment. 
In 


Klnochnu and throughout Shantung It .soon be- 
came clear thnt Jnpan intended n long stay, and 
proposed Mso thnt much more tlmn the lion's) 
share of the benefit of. thnt stay should accrue to 
her. The British and tho French found a hundred 
little hindrances there—nothing largo enough In 
nny single Instance to make dignified complaint 
possible, but enough nil told to exert n very pow- 
erfirt effect. 
, 
In China generally, the allies of Japan hud to 


realize that their preoccupation with the conduct 
ot tho war furnished nn opportunity which Jupnn 
promptly and very cynically took. 
Japanese UK- 


cresslon became more innrked than ever. Japanese 
demands upon poor, disrupted China were unend- 
Ine 
The nations of Europe, and with them the1 


,TJnit-d Stntcs, could see nothing In this but a 
dcslro on the part of Japan to make profit out of 
the embarrassments of others—n selfish and tin- 
lust profit said tho embittered critics. Tlio stutos- 
mer of Jnpnn were Indifferent to this criticism. 
They saw Gorman victory npproiiehlnir, find they 
were strengthening thomsolvo-s ngulnst thnt day. 


For they bad another card up their .sleeve. 


They Hud 'before them the possibility—Indeed, It 
was at one time n probability—that a separate 
pence would be concluded between Germany and 
Russia, and that Immediately thereafter a Ger- 
ni»B-RDSS,lnn-Japnneso 
alliance 
would 
be con- 


cluded a pact between countries contiguous in 
territory n plnnderbund to be conducted on tho 
autocrntl'c principle to which nil wore loyal. 


Machiavellianism Astray. 


And the months wore on. however, und 1910 drew 


to a close, this faith In full Ormnn victory weak-

oc1 levTng nn unexpected nnd admirable national

supports of the .struclure they bad been building. 
Klrst, Uussla llnmcd up Into i evolution, and tin- 
world heard of the seinicMrutlon of the czar and 
the downfall of his vicious and reactionary grand 
ducal circle. 
Where now wus the plunderbuudV 


A llbernllzoil Russia, it -vas true, might make a 
Hopnruto pence w i t h Germany, but it would mn'ei' 
lend Itself to the nggrosslu1 schemes so dear to tin- 
hearts, and so profitable to Iho pockets, of au- 
tocracies. 


Looking Toward Peace. 


Second, the I'nlted States severed relations 


with Germany, nnd then, In quick succession, 
declared war, passed a conscription law, niadu 
huge appropriations und set seriously about the 
business of building up an army and a navy coni- 
mensurale w i t h Its MHO and Importance. 1C any 
hope of German victory, and ot u final rnpproueh- 
meiit between Germany and Japan bad been left 
to tho calculating statesmen of the mikado, it 
went glimmering when the United Slates ranged 
Itself on thu side of Germany'.s enemies. 


Thoy looked forward to thu day of peace, but 


now they know It could never be a day of Teuton 
triumph. 
They asked themselves what position 


Japan would find at the council board of the na- 
tions. She bud profited from tho war, .sbo Is not 
so poor u.s sbo has been, and yet she Is still a poor 
nation. The swift growth of her teeming popula- 
tion menus n cry for room, more room. Where? 
In China, of course. 
Yet experience has .shown 


that tho Individual Japanese laborer cannot com- 
pote on ociuul terms with the Chlneuu. If tho gov- 
ernment of Japan Is allowed Us way In China 
this condition can be remedied—and It must be, say 
the Japanese, for tho alternative Is revolution at 
homo at sora'e time In the. future. 


In (Ids perplexity, where was Japan to turn? 


'She bus turned to tho United States. 
Gun her 


mission persuudo Amoilcu thnt Jjipane.se Inten- 
tions In China are not selfish or Imperialistic? 
Can the Washington government Bo brought to 
see the dlro need for a certain freedom of. Japan- 
ese action In China? Finally, can Japan look for- 
ward, on that day of tho great peace conference, 
to finding tit least ono powerful and sympathetic 
friend? If not, the outlook is dark Indeed. 


First and foremost, then, above and beyond all, 


tho mission from Jupan to America comes In 
quest of friendship. 
Japan needs the sympathy 


and the support of Oiu-Unltfd Stales more today 
than 8h« needs anything In tho world. 


And she should have friendship—1C she shows 


by nets which support her words that she realises 
and will live up to the obligations of that friend- 
ship. These obligations ure Incompatible with the 
currying out of purely Imperialistic designs In 
China, with deliberate and Hellish aggressiveness, 
with the patent Illlberullty of her designs In the 
far ISnst, In short, Jnpnn must mend her ways 
U she is to hopo for American sympathy nnd sup- 
port, 


Her Interest in China. 


Thoro la no renson why tho peculiar situation 


of Japan In relation to China should not b" ad- 
mitted by Washington. There is no reason why 
Jupan should not find tho outlet she so sorely 
needs to effect her economic salvation, and nt tho 
same tlmo bring Immense benefit to China. All 
this can be done honestly, frankly, In fair nnd 
open competition with tho other nations of the 
world, for Jupnn bus tremendous advantages In 
her geographical position, to say nothing of n com- 
mon script and of a hundred minor matters, But 
she. cannot expect the United States to help her if 
she soek9 salvation by means of aggression and In- 
timidation, nnd she cannot expect tho Unltad 
States to stand tamely by and see these methods 
used.

Just now on 
the Continent a lot of old jewelry is being offered 
for sale. It Is not all loot; some of It represents 
the sacrifices which the people of France and 
Belgium have been obliged to make. Some of It 
has found Its way Into the market from Russia, 
Eoumania and eastern Europe. 


IMPORTS OF PLATINUM. 


In 1915. G1.43T ounces of platinum (exclusive of 


manufactured products) were imported into the 
United States, and its total value was $2,330,476. 
In 1910, the quantity fell to 53,484 ounces, but the 
value of this was $3,138.396. These figures are 
those of a report of the United States geological 
survey. According to the Engineering and Mining 
Journal, the price of refined platinum In the New 
York market, which averaged $49,03 an ounce in 
1915, ranged In 1916 erratically from $62.56 an 
ounce in August to $101.25 an ounce in November,

In their efforts to fioe themselves 


from needless suffering, preventable 
disease, and premature death, people 
are confronted with the necessity ot 
giving as much attention to their 
neighbors' lives and 
health 
as 
In 


their own. 
What does it profit the 


husbandman to free his fieldi from 
thistles if his neighbors' carolossnof,s 
cultivates them? "ills care of his 
own fields profits his neighbor rather 
more than It does himself. 


Just so with contagious diseases. 


The mother who keeps her snuflly- 
nosed child at homo and away from 
contact with other children Is doing 
an even greater service to her neigh- 
bor than she Is to herself or her own 
child. 
It is only a square deal that 


she should receive equal considera- 
tion from her neighbor. 


Medical school Inspection, whether 


it be conducted by a doctor, a school 
nurse, or an intelligent teacher, Is 
the best device so far arranged by 
which careful and intelligent parents 
may protect their children from di- 
sease contamination of the children 
of careless and ignorant 
parents. 


The fundamental principle of school- 
child-hoalth-inspection is discovering 
sources of infection and removing 
them before tho well have boon In- 
fected. 
Nothing could bo simpler or 


more in lino with common sense 
practices as applied to othor tilings. 
What housewife, for example, would 
keep decaying apples in contact with 
her sound onso. 


Tho 
establishment 
and 
proper 


maintenance of health inspection is 
not primarily a charity but a meas- 
ure of self protection. 
Its value lies 


in the realization that preventing 
disease is much cheaper than curing

The making of trench heaters for 


the use of our soldiers Is the work 
which is being done by high school 
students in Milwaukee 
and 
other 


cities. The following from a Milwau- 
kee paper tells what is being done in 
one of the schools of that city: 
The chemistry class of Riverside 


high school has completed more than 
I , D U O "ration heaters" for use in the 
tranches. This heater is a short re!' 
of paper soaked in panifin. 
It give: 


off no smoke, but instead, an intense 
heat sufficient 
to boil a ration of 


soup. 
Many 0f the 110 chemistry stu- 
dents meet each 
Thursday, 
after 


school hours, iti the laboratory and 
work in preparing heaters. 
A table 


is supplied with all the necessary ma- 
terials so that those having leisure 
can work at any time. 
Newspapers 
are 
first rolled into 


long compact rolls, with the last 
sheet pasted dosvn to hold the roll iu 
shape. 
The manual training depart- 


ment then cuts this into strips two 
and a half inches long. 
These are 


soaked 
in melted para tin for eight 


minutes. 
There is an urgent demand tor 


these in the trenches, as no otiiei- 
form of fuel has been found that is 
so portable, gives no signal of smoke 
to the enemy and contains so ?uany 
heat units in so small a form. Those 
prepared by the Etiverside pupils are 
forwarded hy the Red Cross.

How may clean, careful and intel- 


ligent parents protect their children 
and then,selves from the coatagious 
diseases and other evils which infest 
the homes and neierhbcirhoods of un- 
clean, careless and ignorant people? 
This is a question which has-agi- 
tated mothers and fathers thruout 
the history of educated 
mankind. 


The complete answer has not been 
found. 
This much we know, however, that 


inasmuch as those who are sick with 
pestilences spread their own 
afflic- 


tion to others, our own safety is de- 
pendent upon making others sat';. 
This is another instance in which the 
biblical question: "Am I. my broth- 
er's keeper" must be answered af- 
firmatively. 
In this one, however, 


it is not j-ust nue of conscience, alone 
but of selfish, personal interest as 
well. 
In their efforts to free themselves 


from needless suffering, preventable 
disease, and premature death, people 
are confronted with the necessity of 
saving as much attentiou to their 
neighbors' lives and 
health 
as 
tn 


their own. 
What does it profit the 


husbandman to free his fields from 
thistles if his neighbors' carelessness 
cultivates them? 'His care of his 
own fields profits his neighbor rather 
more than it does himself. 
Just so with contwgious diseases. 


The mother who keeps her snuffly- 
nosocl child at home and away from 
contact with other children is doing 
:tn even greater service to her neigh- 
bor than she is to herself or her own 
child. 
It is only a square deal that 


she should receive equal considera- 
tion from her neighbor. 


Medical school inspection, whether 


it be conducted by a doctor, a school 
uurse, or an intelligent teacher, is 
the best device so far arranged by 
which careful and intelligent parents 
may protect their children from di- 
sease contamination of the children 
of 
careless 
and 
ignorant 
parents. 


The fundamental principle of school- 
child-hoalth-inspection is discovering 
sources of infection and removing 
them before the well have been in- 
fected. 
Nothing could be simpler or 


more in line with 
common sense 


practices as applied to other things. 
What housewife, for example, would 
keep decaying apples in contact with 
her sound onse. 
The 
establishment 
and 
proper 


maintenance of health inspection is 
not primarily a charity but a meas- 
ure of self protection. Its value lies 
in the realization that preventing 
disease is much cheaper than rurin:-; 
it.
